There was quite a large crowd ns- 
scmblcd in tho Physics Building last 
Monday to hear a lecture delivered 
by Prof. Eve. The lecture was one 
of the course of I'Vee Public Lectures 
which have become so popular with 
the Montreal public. The subject of 
this lecture was "Electrons" and it 
prove,! to be extremely interesting 
and entertaining. 

One rather amusing incident occur- 
red during the evening, when the elec- 
tricity gave out and the iTofossor 

had to proc I in tin dark. He bad 

boon showing the audience an experi- 
ment in which two wires were caused 
to hecome red hot and glow in the 
dark, ued room. Everything was pro- 
ceeding nicely, when suddenly the 
wires burned out with a flash and a 
sputter, Professor Day, who wns as- 
sisting the lecturer in his expèriir.ei 
then attempted evidently to open 
the switch, but somehow the current 
was short-circuited, which caused the 
fuses to blow out with ti sputter, and 
roar and of course left everyone in 
total darkness. This however, did 
not appear to disturb Professor Eve 
at all for he continued his lecture in 
the dark for 5 or f> minutes nnt'il 
th lights were again available. 

During the course of tho lecture 
Professor Eve paid special tribute to 
Dr. Rutherford and Ins svondcrfnl 
work at McGill, explaining how he 
had detected the presence of a single 
molecule. Later on in the lecture 
Professor Eve showed some very in- 
teresting experiments on the subject 
of radio-activity. At the same time 
he manage.! to have a little fun at. 
the audiences' expense. He had been 
illustrating the power of radium by 
means of an electroscope, when turn- 
ing to the audience he asked if they 
wished to see him finish the experi- 
ment. There was applause and cries 
nf "Yes, go on," from the audience. 
"Well," remarked the Prolrssor, 
"you will have a long wait, for it. 
would take at least one thousand 
million years to complete it." 

lie endeavored to give his audience 
some conception of the size of an 
electron by a number >>f examples, 
one of which was that sixteen copper 
cents contained over a billion times 
a billion copper atoms all dashing 
about with a velocity of sixty miles 
a second; and that the ratio of an

Work, given before the Electric Club 
by Andrew McNaughton ami Owen 
Hnigh was eminently successful in 
every way. The tests were conducted 
m the new High Tension Laboratory 
before an audience which taxed the 
capacity of the room. Effective Volt- 
ages up to sou.oiio volts were ob- 
tained, which me. un; a maximum 
voltage of 450,000 volts. Tests were 
run on lightning arresters of the 
born-gap. electrolytic and multigap 
types. The demonstration also dealt 
with the cUcct of governing voltage 
by means of resistance and reaction; 
tile effect of increase in high ami low 
tension windings of transformers am! 
between low tension and ground, and 
tests of insulators of various types.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WCST LAND REGULATIONS 

Any person who 1b the sole head of 
• family, or any male over 18 years 
old, may homestead a quarter sec- 
tion of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
The applicant must appear in perso 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any agen- 
cy, on certain conditions by father, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or 
■ister of intending homesteader, 

Duties.— Six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
■tead on a farm of at least 80 acres 
solely owned and occupied by him or 
by his father, mother, son, daughter, 
rothrr or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
n good standing may pre-empt a 
uarter-scction along side his bome- 
tead. Trice $:).00 per acre. 
A homesteader who has exhausted 
is homestead right and cannot ob- 
in a pre-emption may enter for a 
urchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

TO 8E MADE MORE RIGID 



At the last mooting of the Matri- 
culation Board of the University a 
number of changes in the matricula- 
tion regulations were adopted on the 
report of a Committee Especially ap-

present certificates also come under 
this regulation.) 

It will be Been that prisons who 
present certificates will lie placed on 
an exact equality with those who 
take the regular McGill i xaiiiiii.it i n, 
as, of course, should be the case. The 
general ellcct ol these regulations 
will lir to make it lews easy for a 
certain class of candidates to enter, 
namely, those who have been in the 
habit of coming up for one examina- 
rpijj'g tioa after another for a Couple of 
years at least and passim; in a few 
subjects each time, tho83 in which 
they bad formerly passed being held 
to their credit in the meantime. They 
will also shut out fro n the Univer- 
sity those who, though they satisfy 
tin- requirements as regards the num- 
ber of subjects to be piibsval, have no 
knowledge whatever, or a very Inade- 
quate knowledge, of one or two sub- 
jects.

the matriculation ixaminatio*.!, and 
no certificates will be accept d for 
full matriculation which has been ob- 
tained under easier conditions than 
those which ate Imposed On candi- 
dates who are alt mpting to qualify 
for entrain,, by means of the regular 
university examinât ion. 

(The effect of this new regulation is 
to exclude candidates who may pass 
only one or two subjects at a time 
by exacting a minimum in the num- 
ber of papers for which th y will be 
given credit at any one examination. 
It also boat's out the holders of cer- 
tificates which cover only a subject 
or two. 

(2) .— Regulation 7 has been changed 
to read as fo.'.ows: 

'•In order to pass, a candidats 
must obtain 40 p. C. of the marks in 
each subject, and ân p. c. of tb.8 ag- 
gregate for flu subjects taken, how- 
em* many and at whatever time." 

This regulation applies also in the 
case of candidates who pr.s.nt certi- 
ficates. 

[The ebforcenical of this regulation 
will exclude candidates who obtain 
little more limn the minimum in each 
subject, li has Irequetitly happened 
that students have managed to enter 
on very low marl's, not higher, for 
instance, than p. c. in the ma- 
jority of the subjects. Candidates 
who present certificates must also 
conform to this régulation). 

(3) 1— That No. 5 be changed to 
read as follows: 

"Candidates for admission to the 
[•'acuities of Arts, Applied Science, 
Law, Agriculture and the Department 
of Music who have failed t.. complete 
the matriculation requirements will 
iie allowed to enter the lies, year as Orphcilm 
conditioned undergra'dtintcs provided 
(a) that they have not [ailed in more 
than two papers (which in the Facul- 
ty of Applied Science cannot be in 
the Mathematical section) and (b) 
that they have obtained at least *J. r i 
p. c. in the subjects in which they 
have failed and 50 p.c. of the aggre- 
gate." 

This regulation applies also to can- 
didates wlin seek to sat'sfy the matri- 
culation requirements by means of 
certificates granted by other recogniz- 
ed examining bodies. 

In order to be admitted to the Fa- 
culty of Medicine a candidate must 
pass in every subject required. 

Students conditioned in language 
must, attend a special tutorial class 
during their first session, for which 
a fee of $10.00 Is exigible.
